It is evident that the probable total in the first five grades 
mext year is too large for one teacher at the North Richmond 
School. Consequently, the Richmond School Board has de- 
-cided to transport grade five to the new elementary school in 
“owanzey in addition to grades six, seven and eight, provided 
the present arrangement is continued. 


since school costs are still increasing, the Board has ex- 
“plored other possibilities including that of reopening the Four 
‘Corners School. It was found that this plan would cost more 
than the present one. However, the time is approaching when 
‘Swanzey might not be able to accommodate us. The en- 
rollments in the Swanzey schools are increasing constantly 
‘and within two or three years will probably reach the point 
‘where it will not be feasible for Swomzey to take in tuition 
‘pupils, unless its facilities are expanded. Keene could un- 
-doubtedly handle additional tuition pupils but Keene's tui- 
‘tion rate is considerably higher than that of Swanzey. 


Long range plans for the education of Richmond pupils 
‘should be formulated soon. Sound, careful thought should be 
eexercised in such planning since hasty ill-advised decisions 
-can be calamitous. 


During the summer months, both the exterior and the in- 
‘terior of the North Richmond School was painted. The School 
Board is to be commended for keeping the building in as good 
-a@ condition as possible. 


The instruction of handwriting in Supervisory Union No. 
"25 has been lacking in uniformity for some time. Expert 
“supervision in this important tool subject has been deficient. 
“Consequently, the four school districts of Hinsdale, Richmond, 
Swanzey and Winchester engaged the services of the Rine- 
-hart Handwriting System for the elementary grades. Im- 
‘provement in the writing of the pupils is already noteworthy. 


The state legislature will soon be considering various 
plans for state aid to education. School costs are not going 
to decrease. In fact, they are increasing all over the country. 
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The property tax is heavily burdened and approaching the 
saturation point. The New Hampshire Social Welfare Council 
has advocated a state aid program totaling $3,250.000 an- 
nually. The New Hampshire School Boards Association has 
passed a resolution endorsing this proposal. Richmond will 
benefit from such a state aid program. It is to be hoped that 
the legislature will see the need for it and vote accordingly. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teacher, pupils and parents, the School Board and the patrons 
of our school for their cooperation.
